Not only was he select- 
ed by the National Science Foundation’s Artist and 
Writer Program to travel to Antarctica, but he was 
also the first artist to ever reach the summit of 
Mount Erebus. Stout's most ambitious project to 
date has been a collection of works designed to be 
the first ever visual overview of Antarctica: LOST 
WORLD: MODERN AND PREHISTORIC LIFE IN 
ANTARCTICA.
